DETAILED ACTION 
EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .31 2.

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview 
with Whit Johnson on December 14, 2010. 

The application has been amended as follows: Claim 13, line 2 --segments- 
has been inserted after "annular". 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of 
record fails to teach or render obvious a removable stent comprising "a thread at least 
partially encircling the tubular support frame outside of the circumference of the tubular 
support frame and positioned between annular segments, the thread having a first end 
and a second end that are each guided by one of the one or more deflection elements 
from the outside of the tubular support frame into a position inside the tubular support 
frame." Additionally the prior art of record fails to teach or render obvious "a connector 
positioned inside the tubular support frame to fixedly couple together the first and 
second thread ends, wherein the connector is formed of a material distinct from the 
thread and displacement of the connector relative to the stent along a longitudinal axis 
of the stent results in contraction of at least two of the plurality of annular segments."

3. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. 

-US 5,507,771 discloses a stent assembly system that has annular rings that are 
connected via a thread 

-US 2005/01 1 9722 discloses a tubular endoprosthesis that has a filament/thread 
partially surrounding the prosthesis 

-US 2004/0049262 discloses a stent structure with a filament located between 
annular segments
